The Wray Amendment 

Mr. Chas. W. Wray, of 
Illinois, proposes an 
amendment to increase 
somewhat the number of 
delegates by providing 
that each district shall be 
entitled to one delegate 
and one _ additional for 
each 150 active members 
or majority fraction there- 
of. The present basis is 
200. When the delegate 
system was first adopted it 
provided for delegate rep- 
resentation by districts 
as at present, with one for 
each district and one addi- 
tional for each 200 life 
members. As the Associa- 
tion grew, the number ad- 
vanced from 135 at the 
first convention in Kansas 
City in 1922 to an even 
200 at Madison, Wis., in 
1932. As the Association, 
under a change in the by- 
laws adopted in 1924, was 
now paying the transpor- 
tation expense of the dele- 
gates, this constantly 
growing number of dele- 
gates was a matter of seri- 
ous financial concern, so in 
1932 the Convention at 
Madison voted to reduce 
the number, basing the 
additional representation 
of each state upon its ac- 
tive members; in other 
words, members who had

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A Half-Century of Progress 


HE completion of fifty years of history for the 
I Holstein-Friesian Association of America naturally 

turns our thoughts backward through the archives 
of the breed. A summary and stock-taking of the 
achievements of the breed and the events and milestones 
in its history are clearly in order. 


The Dutch cattle, almost from time immemorial, were 
highly regarded for their unusual size and productive- 
ness, due not only to their development in Holland’s 
lush pastures but also to their inheritance from the 
early cattle of the Roman Empire in Lombardy and the 
Valley of the Po. It was by no means unusual for 
early representatives of these cattle to produce as high 
as 80 lbs. of milk in a day, according to contemporary 
writers, and while absolute purity of the breeding was 
undoubtedly not maintained, as we now understand it, 
the Dutch Cattle were widely recognized, and their 
blood sought in many other lands for the improvement 
of their native animals. 

A few cattle were brought directly to these shores 
from Holland as early as 1621-25, and later importa- 
tions in small numbers in 1795 and up to the early 
years of the Nineteenth Century but their influence seems 
to have been quickly dissipated, and the current con- 
tinuous history of this breed in America is regarded 
as dating from the year 1852. This was a somewhat 
fortuituos event, the significance of which was not for 
sometime recognized. In that year, Mr. Winthrop W. 
Chenery, a Boston liquor dealer, purchased a Dutch 
cow from a retired sailing master who had brought her 
originally from Holland to supply milk on long voy- 
ages. So impressed was Mr. Chenery with her producing 
ability that five years later, in 1857, he commissioned 
his rum agent in Holland to buy and send over a bull 
and two more cows; and in 1859 four more cows were 
imported through the same agency. Misfortune at- 
tended the enterprise, however, when in 1860 an outbreak 
of pleuro-pneumonia occurred in the herd, and with the 
exception of one young bull, the entire herd was 
slaughtered by order of the State of Massachusetts. 
Mr. Chenery, however, was convinced of the value of 
these Dutch cattle and in 1861 he made a further im- 
portation of another bull and five cows. These repre- 
sent the first permanent foundation of the breed in 
America. 


The Chenery cattle attracted much attention locally, 
and Mr. Gerrit S. Miller, while a student at Harvard, 
became interested in them to the extent that in 1869, 
he commisioned his brother, Dudley, to buy for him in 
Holland a bull and four cows for his farm at Peterboro, 
Madison County, N. Y. Two other breeders in Rhode 
Island also brought over a few head that same year. 
Mr. Miller, at 90 years of age, still maintains his herd 
at Peterboro, directly descended from this and subse- 
quent importations, the oldest herd of our breed in 
American today, and one that has been second to none 
in its influence upon the dairy cattle of. America. 


The year 1871 is the second milestone of surpassing 
importance. On March 15, of this year, the Association 
of Breeders of Thoroughbred Holstein Cattle was or- 
ganized in Boston, Mass., for the purpose of establishing 
a herd book for this breed of Dutch Cattle and promoting 
the interests of its breeders. Mr. Chenery was naturally 
elected president and Charles Houghton, Putney, Vt., 
who had founded a herd by purchase from Mr. Chenery, 
was elected secretary. The name, Holstein, had been 
selected by Mr. Chenery, as an appropriate designation 
for this breed. On the same day that this organization 
was completed, history was made in the Miller herd, 
when his cow Dowager, completed the first annual 


record of milk production. The amount was 12,681 
lbs., 8 oz. 


The following year (1872) the first herd book of the 
breed was published by the Association of Breeders of 
Thoroughbred Holstein cattle, containing pedigree 
entries of 61 males and 67 females. The first female 
entered was Agoo, from the Miller Herd, the entries 
being arranged alphabetically. Interest in the breed 
was growing and about 150 more were imported by a 
half dozen different individuals before the centennial 
year of 1876 was concluded. Most significant individual 
proved to be Billy Boelyn, a noted sire brought over 
by Mr. Miller in 1876. 


Among the importers of this period was Mr. Thomas 
E. Whiting, of Massachusetts, who challenged the correct- 
ness of Mr. Chenery’s designation of these cattle as 
Holstein. Mr. Whiting called them Dutch-Friesians, 
refused to enter his cattle in the Holstein Herd Book, 
and formed a registry of his own. A great feud raged 
between these early stalwarts. In 1877, however, both 
Mr. Chenery and Mr. Whiting died. A group, organized 
as the Unadilla Stock Breeders Association in New York 
State, purchased the Whiting animals and the registry 
he had started, and on December 8 of that year met 
at Brookfield, N. Y., and organized the Dutch-Friesian 
Association of America, with O. B. Hinkley as president, 
and Irwin Langworthy as secretary. Progress was slow 
and the numbers small, the first herd book not being 
published until 1880, a volume containing 44 males in 
the Main Registry, and 19 in the Appendix, 185 females 
in the Main Registry and 19 in the Appendix. Animals 
were admitted to the Main Registry only upon inspection 
or production records, and the herd book carries des- 
criptions of each entry, with measurements in many 
cases, 

A number of animals that have exerted a wide in- 
fluence on the breed were imported at about this time. 
Most importers purchased bred heifers in Hollanc on 
account of greater ease of shipping and acclimation. In 
1878, Mr. Miller set out to buy the best cow in Holland, 
and selected Johanna as meeting this ideal. Jewel was 
imported that same year as a heifer, being brought over 
by Geo. E. Brown & Co. for T. C. Maxwell and Bros., 
Geneva, N. Y. 

In 1879, some 433 head were imported. Notable 
animals included Empress by Gerrit S. Miller. (She 
had milked over 100 lbs. a day in Holland, but was 
injured in shipping; Mercedes by Thomas B. Wales, Jr.; 
Aaggie by Smiths & Powell Co.; Mooie by the Unadilla 
Valley Stock Breeders Association. Clothilde and 
Netherland Prince came over in 1880, Smiths & Powell 
of Syracuse being the importers, a business in which 
they were rapidly assuming leadership. That year 
witnessed the incorporation of the Holstein Breeders’ 
Association of America, under New York Charter. this 
being the successor to the Association of Breeders of 
Thoroughbred Holstein Cattle. 


Considerable sentiment was developing for a wnion 
of the two breed associations and in 1880 some con- 
ferences were held toward that end, but neither side 
would make the necessary concessions, and the effort 
was unsuccessful. The result was a more bitter feeling 
than before, with efforts made to shut each other out 
of competition at various fairs. The Dutch Friesian 
people, under the militant leadership of their secretary, 
Solomon Hoxie, insisted that the world ‘‘Holstein” was 
incorrect in describing the breed; criticised the other 
organization for letting down the bars to receive cattle 
from other provinces than Friesland and North Holland, 
where they maintained the best cattle were to be found. 
While they may have been on the side of truth and 
correctness (we shall not attempt to settle that), the 
weight of numbers, prestige and affluence went with the 
Holstein Breeders’ Association, which in 1885 boasted 
206 members and a registry of 15,224 animals, and a 
substantial balance in the treasury, while the Dutch 
Friesian Association at the same time had registered 
but 2,667 animals, had 91 members, and was just about 
managing to break even financially. 


Meanwhile, in 1881, upon the resignation of Charles 
Houghton as secretary of the Holstein Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, and the declination of, the task by Mr. Miller, 
Thomas B. Wales, Jr., of Boston was elected to this 
office, removing it the following year to Iowa City, 
Iowa, where his herd was located. The Michigan Hol- 
stein breeders organized an active state association in 
1881. Pietertje 2d, later to be famous as the first 
30,000-lb. producer, was imported in 1882 by A Bradley, 
Lee, Mass., and the growth of interest in the Midéle 
West was further evidenced by the purchase this same 
year of the noted Johanna from the Miller herd by 
More & Gillett of Wisconsin. 


The year 1883 witnessed a great expansion iD im- 
porting activities, some 1,059 head being brought over, 
Tritomia, from the T. B. Wales’ importation, bebe 
among the outstanding ones. Mr. Wales’ great c¢¥, 
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Mercedes. who is to this day regarded by some of our 
students of breeding as the greatest transmitting cow 
of the breed, first attracted nationwide attention to our 
breed as superior producers of butter as well as milk 
by winning the Breeders’ Gazette Challenge Cup for 
the largest 30-day butter record. The Jersey champion, 
Mary Ann of St. Lambert, had been generally conceded 
the honor in advance. That year at the International 
Stock Show in Chicago, Mr. Wales sold a draft of 37 
head from his herd at auction for an average of $384.73, 
Mercedes 3d, a young daughter of Mercedes, being the 
top at $4,200 to Smiths, Powell & Lamb. In December 
of that year, Chas. Crasper of Iowa, breeder of Pauline 
Paul. dispersed his herd of 53 head for an average price 
of $765.47 with a $5,000 top for Jacob, a son of Mercedes 
which she was carrying time of importation. Grapevine 
information rather questioned the genuineness of some 


of these prices, but unquestionably a boom was under 
way in Holstein values. 
In 1884 importations increasea to 1,515 head, in- 


cluded the later-to-be famous Mechthilde and Colantha. 


Echo, a Miller-bred cow, made the first record of any 
breed above 20,000 lbs. milk, finishing May 27 of this 
year, with a record of 23.775 Ibs., 8 oz. 
1885 
This brings us briefly down to the vear 1885, and 


the birth of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, 
from the merging of the Holstein Breeders’ Association 
of America and the Dutch-Friesian Association of 
America, at Buffalo, N. Y., on May 25, 1885. The 
breeders generally recognized that in union was strength 
and that a single united organization could accomplish 
more for the breed and the industry. Details of a plan 
of union were worked out by a joint committee. The 
name Holstein-Friesian was adopted as a compromise, 
the Dutch-Friesian Advanced Register idea was incorp- 
orated in the new set-up with Solomon Hoxie in charge 
of it. Assets and records of both associations were 
turned into the new organization. Theron G. Yeomans 
was elected president and T. B. Wales, Jr., secretary, 
offices which both held in the Holstein associations. 
Business moved forward with 2,538 importations from 
Holland, largest number in any single year. De Kol 2d 
was the most significant animal in the group, a B. B. 
Lord & Son importation. First year’s registrations 
totalled 2.527 males and 3,160 females. 


1886 


The Hoistein-Friesian Register was founded by E. 
P. Beauchamp, Terre Haute, Ind., the first issue appear- 
ing under the date of March 15. Illinois breeders or- 
ganized a state association on March 3, at Elgin. Iowa 
breeders formed a similar organization at Mason City 
on November 30. Clothilde set a new milk record over 
all breeds in the Smiths and Powell herd-—26,021 Ilbs., 
2 072.

The prestige of the breed as butter producers was 
enhanced at the New York Dairy and Cattle Show in 
Madison Square Garden when Clothilde and her daughter, 
Clothilde 4th, won first and second places in a big 
inter-breed dairy test.

In 1388 (Feb. 15), F. L. Houghton, son of the first 
breed secretary, Charles Houghton, purchased the Hol- 
Stein-Friesian Register of its founder, and removed it 
from Indiana to Brattleboro, Vt. The T. B. Wales herd 
was dispersed this year at Cleveland, Ohio, for an 
average of $455.53. In February, Pietertje 2d com- 
pleted her well authenticated record of 30,318 lbs., 8 oz. 
milk.

The genuineness of several of these sales was 
in question and following the whole episode a few 
months later many of these high priced animals returned 
to Pine Grove Farms.

This year marked the beginning of 
depression, following the great inflation of the live 
stock business generally, and the drastic deflation that 
took place at this time in the whole agricultural indus- 
try.

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To the Board of Directors of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America: 
Advanced Registration was first established by the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America when it was orgat- 
ized in 1885 and has since been taken up by all of the 


other dairy breed associations. In the beginning, the rec- 


ords were private records of milk and churned butter. 
Then came the Babcock test and the present system of 
records supervised by the Colleges. 
The seven-day record, which flour- 


ished for years, reached its high point 
in 1921 and then dropped off each year 
until it was entirely discontinued in 
1932. Yearly tests were approved in 
1906 and the present ten-months tests 
with calving requirement were started 
in 1918 and the Ten-Months and Year- 
ly Divisions together make up Ad- 
vanced Registry today. 

The progress of the Holstein-Frie-

for this tremendous growth and pop- 
ularity must be given to the cow her- 
self because of her inherent ability 
to produce and reproduce, but much 
credit is also due to the Advanced 
Registry system which has furnished 
her an opportunity to demonstrate her 
wonderful producing ability to the world. To anyone 
familiar with the records on file in the Advanced Registry 
Office, Holstein-Friesian supremacy among the breeds of 
dairy cattle is unquestioned. No other breed can compare 
with this wonderful array of records. Whether for indi- 
vidual production of the leaders for the several age classes, 
lifetime production of individual cows or general average 
production for the breed, the Black & White cow yields to 
none. She stands supreme. Let us take a brief survey 
of the records substantiating her claim to supremacy:

We find that 35,929 records of Holstein-Friesian cows 


and heifers of all ages tested in the Yearly Division, to 
December 31, 1934, have averaged 16,787.1 lbs. milk, 3.41% 
fat and 572.1 lbs. fat and 13,381 ten-months records aver- 
aged 14,030.4 Ibs. milk, 3.39% fat and 475.7 Ibs. fat. These 
general averages show gains over the averages at the close 
of 1933 for the yearly records in milk, per cent fat and 
total fat, and a slight increase in the average fat produc- 
tion is shown in the Ten-Months Division, also. 


Check Testing 


A total of 454 check tests were conducted during 19°4 
of which 165 were regular retests conducted by the Col- 
leges under the automatic retest rule and 289 were special! 
tests made according to instructions from the Advanced 
Registry Office. One hundred and ninety-four of these 
special tests were conducted by out-of-state supervisors 
and 23 were constant watch tests with two or more super:

Carnation Prospect Ormsby Gluck 1042591, 
owned by Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, 
Washington, leads among the high record 
cows for the year with her remarkable rec- 
ord of 1,225.4 lbs. fat, the third highest rec- 
ord which has ever been completed under 
supervision of this Association. Three other 
cows, all owned by Carnation Milk Farms, 
exceeded 1,100 lbs. fat during the year. 


30,000-Ib. Milk Producers 
Kight cows completed records of more 
than 30,000 Ibs. milk in 365 aays during 
the year, making a total of 152 cows in the 
30,000-lb. milk list on December 31, 1934. 
Three of the eight cows -exceeded 34,000 
Ibs., one other exceeded 33,000 lbs. and two 
others made more than 31,000 Ibs. All of 
these eight cows were new additions to the 
30,000-lb. milk list and six of the eight also 

exceeded a thousand pounds fat. 


The Honor List 


The Honor List, which will be included 
in Volume 46 of the Blue Book, has been 
printed in separate pamphlet form and has 
already been distributed to all breeders who 
are testing for Advanced Registry and to 
others who have requested copies of it. 
The 1934 Honor List includes records of 
654 cows representing 159 owners located 
in 35 states and the District of Columbia. 
Two hundred and forty of these are ten- 
months and 414 are yearly records and the 
total number of competing records is 790 
in the Ten-Months Division and 1,798 in 
the Yearly Division. The leading records 
are given with the full details of the rec- 
ord and the name and address of the owner 
in each case for the seven age classes in 
both the Ten-Months and Yearly Divisions 

















and include the three classifications, A B 
and C, in each instance. Records are ranked 
in the age classes according to the total 
butterfat shown, except those few debarred 
from competition under the rule which pro- 
vides that records with an average per cent 
fat below 3 or above 5 shall not be assigned 
a rating on the Honor List. Such records 
are included in the list in proper position 
but are not awarded a rating. The Honor 
List includes 42 first places, 21 in the Ten- 
Months and 21 in the Yearly Division, and 
these “firsts” are distributed among the 
26 breeders:

The Blue Book 


Volume 45 of the Blue Book, covering all 
Advanced Registry tests completed during 
1933, was distributed during the past year. 
This volume was a consolidated edition in- 
cluding a complete list of all long-time rec- 
ord daughters for all sires having one or 
more daughters tested in either the Ten- 
Months or Yearly Divisions since 1928. 
Volume 45 was the first volume of the Blue 
Book to be based entirely on long-time tests. 
as publication of seven-day records was dis- 
continued with Volume 44, and all long-time 
records of every cow shown in the sire list 
were included. This is the second consoli- 
dated volume and with Volume 39 gives a 
complete list of all records made during the 
ll-year period ended December 31, 1933, 
without the necessity of reference to any 
of the intermediate volumes published since 
Volume 34. Volume 46 will be a smaller 
edition based on records completed during 
1934, the first of the new series, to be 
covered by a later consolidation in Volume 
50. 


Department of Herd Improvement Registry 


Breeders throughout the country are be- 
ginning to realize the importance of purify- 
ing the blood of their herds for high pro- 
duction. It is no longer accepted as suf- 
ficient to have the herd purebred in the 
usually accepted meaning of the term, as 
many have discovered that the fact that a 
cow is purebred in the ordinary sense is 
no guarantee that she will be a heavy pro- 
ducer of milk and butterfat. Modern gen- 
etics points the way toward pure breeding 
in the newer sense, that is, for high produc- 
tion and other desirable qualities, through 
proper selection and mating based on pro- 
duction records for the entire herd over a 
long period of years. Lifetime records of 
every member of the herd tell the true 
story. Continuous testing of the entire herd 
is an essential part of this new breeding 
program. It enables us to step-up the pro- 
duction of the herd by rigid culling of the 
low producing cows and elimination of sires 
whose daughters prove unsatisfactory and 
it points out the valuable sires and the 
real brood cows whose blood should be con- 
served and kept free from contamination 
with that of animals of inferior genetic 
make-up. This search for the superior germ 
plasm of the breed is just beginning, and 
we cannot hope for rapid progress until a 
much greater percentage of herds are tested 
regularly year after year.

And Now—A Twice 1,500-Lb. Cow 


What was deemed the impossible 
has been achieved—a 1,500-pound cow 
has repeated! On April 30, up at 
Femco Farms, Breckenridge, Minne- 
sota, Femco Johanna Bess Fayne com- 
pleted a record of 1,525.5 pounds but- 
ter (1,220.4 Ibs. fat) and  32,727.1 
pounds milk, her second record above 
the 1,500-pound mark to be completed 
within two vears. 

With this record, Femco 
sess Fayne becomes the 
1,500-pound cow; the world’s cham- 
pion for two years’ production; the 
fourth highest for one year; Minne- 
sota state champion, displacing May 
Walker Ollie Homestead who has held 
the record for many years. This 
achievement is all the more remark- 
able when it is considered that only 
seven cows have ever reached the 
1.500-pound mark and that none of 
the others have ever come through 
with another record. We believe she 
is the highest record living cow of 
any breed in the United States or for 
the Holstein breed in the world.

Fayne’s 1,525-pound record 
was started when she was 8 years and 
{ months of age. Less than two years 
ago she completed a record of 1,510 
pounds, giving her the distinction at 
that time of being the highest record 
living cow. As a senior three-year-old 
she made 1,196 pounds butter, break- 
ing the Minnesota state record in her 
class, and as a junior two she made 
S77 pounds. The accompanying tabu- 
lation of her records shows that she 
has produced 3,036 pounds butter in 
two  vears; 4,233 pounds in thee 
years and 5,110 pounds in four years. 
The percentage of fat has been very 
sistent, showing just a trace of an

increase each year, her first record 
averaging 3.5%, the next two, 3.6% 


and her latest record, 3.7%. 

Bess Fayne was bred by Femco 
Farms and naturally they take con- 
siderable pride in having bred and de- 
veloped such a champion. It is an 
interesting fact that in breeding she 
carries a combination of the blood of 
four famous old sires that have done 
more than any others to bring fame to 
Minnesota as a Holstein _— state, 
namely, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes, Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead 
King, King Segis Pontiac Count, and 
Sir Korndyke Hengerveld De Kol. She 
traces twice to Sir P. O. M. and twice 


to Count. Her sire, Sir Korndyke 
Ormsby Piebe 3d, was a _ former 
Femco herd sire that, most unfortu- 
nately, was used only a short time.

The dam of Femco Johanna Bess 
Fayne was Johanna Bess Fayne, a 
cow of great size and splendid type. 
She has a record of 951 pounds as a 
three-year-old, made in the early days 
at Femco, which is but an indication 
of what she was undoubtedly capable 
of making. As a seven-year-old she 
made a 33.10-pound 7-day record and 
was making a great year record when 
she met with an accident and died. 
She was a daughter of the noted sire, 
Sir Johanna Bess Segis, a son of 
Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King, 
from a 1,059-pound daughter of King 
Segis Pontiac Count. Her dam was a 
daughter of King Segis Pontiac Fayne 
Star, a son of King Segis Pontiac 
Count, from a daughter of Sir Jo- 
hanna Fayne. 

Bess Fayne has a pedigree that jus~ 
tifies her phenomenal production. 


Two years ago, Femco Farms were 
confronted with the problem of mat- 
ing Bess Fayne to the right sire to 
produce a future herd sire. Several 
outstanding sires were considered and 
finally arrangements were made with 
Carnation Farms to mate her with Sir 
Inka May. She was shipped to Seattle, 
a distance of over 1,500 miles, mated 
with Sir Inka May, conceived to the

Over 50 milking daughters of King Bessie 
will provide one of the feature attractions of this herd. 
This party will break up in time to make the train west 
in the evening. The special train will leave Chicago 
at 6:30 P. M., Friday, May 31, the Eastern delegation 
being joined by the Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois and 
other central states. This train will operate over the 
Burlington Route to St. Paul and from thence west to 
Seattle as a special section of The Empire Builder, 
Great Northern’s crack train. Following is the sched-

It will be noted from the above that arrangements 
have been made for a short stop-over at Breckenridge, 
Minn., which will provide an opportunity for a brief 
inspection of the famous Femco Herd. Among other 
points of special interest here will be the famous cow, 
Femco Johanna Bess Fayne, reported elsewhere in this 


issue with her second record above 1,200 lbs. fat, an 
achievement never duplicated by any other cow of any 
breed. 


For the following description of the route from 
Chicago to Seattle, via Burlington and Great Northern, 
we are indebted to the Great Northern Railway. 

The trip from Chicago to Seattle on the Burlington- 
Great Northern takes you across the continent by the 
northern route through six states to the Pacific North- 
west’s world port. 

It is a scenic trip all the way with the widest variety 
of country presented over the entire route—a constantly 
changing panorama that is never tiring to the eye. 

Leaving Chicago at 6:30 P. M., May 31st, the way to 
St. Paul is over the Burlington route, following the 
east bank of the Mississippi River, 300 of the 431 miles. 
During the ride up the valley the river is in sight from 
the train most of the time. The broad stream with its 
island dotted expanse of water, winding among towering 
bluffs presents an endless succession of fascinating pic- 
tures of natural beauty. 

Arriving in St. Paul at 7:25 A. M., June 1, you still 
are among the high bluffs and in a region abounding 
with historical interest. At eight-thirty o’clock you pass 
through Minneapolis, known the world over for its flour 
mills. Minneapolis is the first city in Minnesota in point 
of population. The Special train crosses the Mississippi 
River there and you travel on through the picturesque 
lake region of Minnesota. “The Land of Ten Thousand 
Lakes.”’ On Saturday afternoon, June 1, the party will 
stop at Breckenridge, Minnesota, and visit the famous 
Femco farms owned by F. E. Murphy, of Minneapolis. 
From Breckenridge the train travels over the broad 
wheat fields of North Dakota—a vast panorama of 
agricultural country. Then on across the broad expanse 
of Montana, along the Missouri river near the new 
gigantic government Fort Peck project where millions 
of dollars are being spent to hold the waters of the 
upper Missouri in an artificially created lake about 100 
miles long. This work is intended to check disastrous 
spring floods in the lower sections of the Middle West, 
besides the water thus held will be turned into electric 


power uses; also irrigation projects in the immediate 
territory. 


Before leaving Montana the train skirts the southern 
boundary of Glacier National Park in the northwestern 
corner of the state. There are two gateways, the Eastern 
Park Station, and Belton, the western gateway on the 


Pacific slope side of the Rock Mountain Continental 
Divide. 


The descent of the west slope from Summit is a ride 
of remarkable scenic grandeur. A drop of 2,000 feet 
is overcome, 1,200 feet of which is accomplished in the 
15 miles from Summit to Nimrod. 
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The train winding and turning seems to play a game 
of hide-and-seek among a tangle of mountains, pine 
forests and rocky canyons. More than 100 miles the 
train follows every curve of the jade green waters of 
the Kootenai through the Canyon of the Kootenai. The 
combinations of rock coloring, forest greens, the green 
river and blue sky form an ever changing kaleidoscope 
of rainbow hues. 

At Sand Point, Idaho, the train begins a 29 mile 
trip along the shore of beautiful Lake Pend Oreille 
and the Clark Fork River, the chief tributary of the 
Columbia river. 

Spokane, Washington is reached the evening of 
June 2nd. After spending the evening in this delight- 
ful city the special train will leave at 12.01 A. M., June 
3rd. 

Early in the morning we will pass through Wenat- 
chee, the greatest apple growing district in the world, 
twenty thousand cars being shipped from this district 
yearly. 

The ride through the Chumstick Valley is one to be 
long remembered. Leaving the city of Wenatchee the 
route swings to the north at Peshastin and by long 
easy grades the train climbs up this scenically unrivalled 
valley. 

At Berne which is reached at 6:30 A. M., June 3rd, 
the train enters the East Portal of the new §8-mile 
tunnel, the longest railway bore in the western world, 
that pierces the backbone of the Cascade Range. This 
tunnel is the principal portion of a vast improvement 
project recently completed by the Great Northern in 
the State of Washington at a cost of $25,000,000. 


The valley is carpeted with thick evergreen forests 
and flanked by mountains, the mightiest of which, 
Mount Index, rearing its snow-capped triple peaks against 
the sky, commands attention when it is seen through 
the car windows during the trip down the valley. 


From Index west to Puget Sound the train leaves 
the mountain district and enters the agricultural, fruit- 
raising and dairying country of western Washington 
where the vegetation is green the year around and where 
snow is rare. 


Arrival at Seattle is 11:00 A. M., June 3. Nature 
has done much toward making Seattle a city of unusual 
beauty and _ interest. Rimmed by the snow-capped 
ranges of the Cascade and Olympic mountains, guarded 
by mighty Mount Rainier, and favored by a remarkable 
climate, Seattle supplants petty ills and worries with 
a delightful sense of physical well-being. 

Due to its natural harbor facilities, as well as to its 
mild invigorating climate, Seattle has grown in the 
course of a single generation to be one of the greatest 
commercial and industrial centers of the Pacific North- 
west. 

Seattle has direct passenger sailings for Alaska, 
Hawaii and the Orient. The U. S. Shipping Board has 
rated Seattle harbor at the head of class one harbors 
and along its busy water-front may be seen ships 
flying the flags of nearly every nation. 

Return Routes 
In buying your tickets at the starting point, be sure 
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The Great Northern “Empire Builder’ crossing the Mississippi 
at Minneapolis.

to buy for the round trip as the special excursion rate 
is but little more for the round trip than a regular one- 
way fare.

more than doubled over the previous high year of 1920. 
During 1921 there were 16,838 cows completing records 
of which 2,739 were long-time records. 

This year marked the stormy annual meeting at 
Syracuse, with the bitterest proxy fight in the history 
of the Association, almost threatening its disruption. 
Hon. Frank O. Lowden was elected president and per- 
formed a wonderful service to the industry by his lead- 
ership in bringing harmony out of the dissension and 
sponsoring a system of delegate representative govern- 
ment that was adopted at a special meeting of the 
Association held in St. Paul in October, superceding the 
out-worn, out-grown proxy system. 

1922 

The True Type work of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation was instituted at a meeting held in Philadel- 
phia at the time of the Third Brentwood Sale. 

The annual convention at Kansas City, Mo., was the 
first held under the delegate system. Action of this 
convention included the further development of exten- 
sion activity by increasing the transfer fees to $1.50 
to members with the apportionment of a part of the 
increased funds thus raised directly to the state associa- 
tions for extension work. Prizes for A. R. records were 
discontinued at this convention upon recommendation 
of the Executive Committee, and the salaried officers 
of the Association were taken out of politics and left 
to appointment by the Board rather than by popular 
election by the meetings. 

May Walker Ollie Homestead finished her yearly 
cecord of 1,218 lbs. fat on December 18 of this year. 

On August 26, 1922, the Board of Directors at a 
meeting at the Onondaga Hotel, Syracuse, N. Y., ex- 
punged 32 of the Cabana records for proven fraud, 
other records made by Charles Cole and Waldo Brooks, 
former herdsmen at Pine Grove Farms, having been 
previously cast out. 

$213.13 per head for 8,897 head was the sale figure 
for the year. 

This year marked 
All-American selections. 

A consignment of 83 South African Frieslands were 
sold in England for an average price of $6,040 per head. 


1923 


The True Type Committee completed its work and 
its efforts were given formal approval by the Association 
at the Cleveland convention. 

One hundred fifteen head in the National Coopera- 
tive Sale following the annual convention made an 
average of $600 and 9,422 head were sold during the 
year at public auction making an average of $175.41 
per head. 

An outbreak of the foot and mouth disease in Cali- 
fornia caused great losses to California breeders, in- 
cluding the destruction of some of the most famous 
herds of that state and was the cause of much uneasi- 
ness throughout the industry. 

The World’s Dairy Congress was held in 1923, the 
concluding sessions being held at the National Dairy 
Exposition in Syracuse, N. Y. 

De Kol Plus Segis Dixie set the mark for fat pro- 
duction at 1,349.31 lbs., the record being strictly of- 
ficial from start to finish under the joint supervision of 
the American and Canadian Associations. 


1924 


At the annual convention at Richmond, Virginia, a 
new classification for three-time milking was added. 
The convention sale at Richmond reached the low point 
of a $265 average for 143 head. 

The number of 1,000-lb. fat records in United States 
and Canada this year crossed the 100 mark. 

The John Erickson Dispersal Sale made the high 
mark in recent years, making an average of $1,139 for 
86 head, 26 daughters of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
37th averaging $1,880. The top price of the sale was 
$6,800 for Wisconsin Fobes 6th, her full sister, Wiscon- 
sin Fobes 5th, selling for $6,500. 

Dutchland Farms sold 148 head from their herd for 
a $500 average. 

The sales of the year made an average of $158.24 
for 8,385 head . 

Much attention was given to the matter of market- 
ing of Holstein milk and Director Koenig of the Ex- 
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tension Service put forward the proposition of ag 
marketing plan for Holstein milk under the trade name 
of White Nectar. 

Wing R. Smith, treasurer of the Association for 28 
years, died of acute indigestion on June 8 while return- 
ing from the Richmond Convention. 

1925 

The annual convention at Grand Rapids devoted 
considerable time to the discussion of the problems of 
marketing Holstein milk in the face of the continued 
agitation for higher fat standards. The National Co- 
operative Sale made an average of $763. 

The Fourth Brentwood National Sale made an aver- 
age of $729 for 122 head with Sir Inka May topping 
the sale to Carnation Milk Farms for $12,000. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada inaug- 
urated an Advanced Register for bulls based upon type 
in connection with inheritance. 

Secretary Houghton and W. S. Moscrip made a 
trip to Holland and England as official representatives 
of the Association to observe Holstein methods and 
progress in those countries. 

Prominent in the death records of the year were 
E. A. Powell, of Syracuse, president of The Holstein 
Breeders’ Association during its last full year and long 
prominent in the councils of the breed, who died on 
November 19; former president, W. A. Matteson, who 
died on September 20, and Alfred E. Hulet, a former 
president of The Canadian Association and recognized 
as one of the master breeders of the Dominion. 

Auction sale prices for this year were at the low 
figure of $145.10 for 8,583 head. 


1926 


The annual convention at Des Moines, Iowa, showed 
that the breeders has overcome their Guernsey hysteria 
of the previous year and devoted their time at the con- 
vention largely to a discussion of the constructive sub- 
ject of Selective Registration and a discussion of revised 
laws to permit standardization of milk. The National 
Sale made the fine average of $747. 

Clark’s Classic in Wisconsin in April renewed the 
fashion for huge sales, 450 head being sold in four 
days of selling for a total of $176,140 and a grand 
average of $391.40. The famous All-American prize 
winner, Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, topped the sale at 
$15,000, for the highest auction sale price since the 
hectic days of 1920. 

This year marked the beginning of the U. S. National 
Sale series, their initial event, a four-day sale, bringing 
an average of $391.84 for 312 head. The top price was 
$7,100 for the National grand champion and All-Ameri- 
can winner, Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld. 

The Fifth Brentwood Sale made an average of $445 
with a $2,500 top and the sales of the year showed a 
substantial increase in average price, 7,446 head aver- 
aging $189.25. 

The American Guernsey Cattle Club adopted one 
day a month supervision for all of its testing. The 
American Jersey Cattle Club made it optional in some 
cases, and The Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
applied this saving to the yearly records made on two- 
time milking. The Ayrshire Breeders’ Association in- 
augurated a herd test. 


1927 

On December 19, occurred the sudden death of F. L. 
Houghton, Secretary of The Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America for the past 33 years. 

Continued progress in the strengthening of the Hol- 
stein market was recorded, the public sales of the year 
showing an average of $219.88 for 5,184 head. Out- 
standing among the sales of the year was the dispersal 
of The Minnesota Holstein Company herd for an average 
of $1,078, of the Hollyhock Herd in Wisconsin for an 
average of $835, and the Grahamholm herd in Minne- 
sota for an average of $533. The top of the Hollyhock 
Sale brought $10,000, the highest price for females 
since 1920. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada this 
year started a system of herd classification for Advanced 
Registry. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association of America con- 
tinued its study of the subject of Selective Registration 
and recognition of proven sires. 

Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 3d established a new United 
States record of 1,286.23 lbs. fat.

91 Head in Breeders’ Combination Event Average $218.95 


Billed as a “near-Brentwood,” the 
Breeders’ Combination Sale held at 
Trenton, N. J., May 6, under Paul 
Misner’s Management, totalled $19.,- 
925 for 91 head, a grand average of 
$218.95, three calves from a few days 
to a few weeks old being counted with 
their dams. These figures were quite 
satisfactory to most consignors. Top 
of the sale was, as expected, the 
Shawangunk Valley cow, Pietertije 
Ormsby Mercedes Ollie. Five years 
old, with a four-year-old record of 
838 lbs. fat, sired by Sir Ollie Mooie 
Watson and from one of the great 
daughters of Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes Della, and just ready to 
freshen again by service of Ormsby 
Direct, she represented great breed- 
ing value, and was keenly sought by 
a number of leading establishments. 
Dunloggin and lLauxmont finally 
dropped out, with Osborndale _ stop- 
ping only when Harry Norris, of 
Wimbledon, offered an even $1,000. 
Shawangunk also sold two beautiful 
daughters of Governor Mercedes for 
$505 and $340, giving this consignment 
the fine average of $615 for the three. 

Winterthur Farms had the largest 
consignment, their ten averaging 
$265. Top of their consignment and 
second highest animal in the _ sale 
was Winterthur Boast Ormsby Jincess 
a 7-year-old daughter of Boast, from 
a daughter of King of the Ormsbys. 
A Class C record of 747 lbs. fat 
proved her exceptional ability which 
was borne out by her appearance. E. 
M. Bayne, Romeo, Mich., who is re- 
establishing his herd on a more 
active basis, was the purchaser of 
$570. He also paid $375 for Winter- 
thur Posch Boast Mapolka, three-year- 
daughter of King Posch Ormsby of 
Winterthur, a bull that Mr. Bayne sold 
to Winterthur in 1929 for $10,100. The 
daughter was one of the buys of the 
sale at this figure. McDonogh School, 
of Maryland. one of the good buyers, 
took a daughter of Donsegis at $355, as 
well as the $505 Governor Mercedes 
daughter from Shawangunk Valley. 
M. T. Phillips, Pomeroy, Pa., paid 


Winterthur $340 for a daughter of 
“Dad,” leading Honor List sire. 

A heifer that attracted much atten- 
tion was Yarba Della Duobess, a 
daughter of King C. S. Ormsby Piebe 
Della, consigned by Earl Groff. Dun- 
loggin finally shook off contenders at 
$410. John M. Dennis & Son sold 
two above the $300 mark, Lauxmont 
paying $360 for SX Colantha West- 
view, a daughter of the famous West- 
view De Kol Walker, with 878 Ibs. fat, 
and Dunlogin going to $300 on SX

registered or transferred animals within two years. The 

basis still remained at one additional delegate for each 

200 active members, and the total number of delegates 

dropped to around 121, the figure for 1935. 

The change as proposed by Mr. Wray would in- 
crease the total delegation by 22 this year, or a total of 
143, and it would increase from that number only as 
the number of active members increased. When the 
change was made in 1932, basing the representation on 
active members and allowing one delegate to each state 
regardless of numbers, it was found that some of. the 
smaller states in the South had only two or three active 
members, there being nine districts at present with less 
than 10 active members each. Many members, particu- 
larly in the larger states that lost representation mate- 
rially through the change, felt that some of the smaller 
states should be grouped into districts instead of leaving 
each state as a separate election district. Every sug- 
gestion of this sort, however, ran into serious difficulties 
of one sort or another, and no workable plan along this 
line was proposed. 

The Wray amendment is aimed to correct the situa- 
tion to a certain extent. On the basis of the present 
membership, it would have added five additional dele- 
gates for New York, four for Wisconsin, two each for 
Minnesota, Ohio and Pennsylvania, and one each for 
illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Massachusetts, Michigan 
and New Jersey. 

Under the existing set-up. 


unanimous vote of

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convention of 121 delegates. Under the Wray amend- 
ment, the six largest states would total 70 votes in a 
convention of 143. Practically, therefore, it does not 
seem that this proposal is fraught with any particular 
danger of undemocratic centralization of control of the 
conventions. It would add a little to the cost of trans- 
porting the delegates, but it would be fairly stable in 
number from year to year, and we are sure that it 
would make for better feeling in the larger states, which 
very generally feel they were used rather roughly when 
the reduction in delegations was adopted. 
Limiting Service of Directors 
An amendment proposed by Messrs. Hansen of 
Minnesota, Culver of New Hampshire, Wray of Illinois 
and Stewart of Iowa, would add the following limiting 
clause to the present by-laws regarding officers and 
directors. ‘‘No Director to serve more than two terms 
of four years each.”’ 


It is apparent that by the adoption of this amend- 
ment Messrs. Reynolds and Schaefer, who have served 
continuously since 1919, and Mr. Vesper, who came on 
the Board in 1926, and whose terms are expiring this 
year, would be ineligible for re-election. Col. French 
would also have been ineligible had he lived. Among 
the directors whose terms are not expiring this year, 
we find that Mr. Noyes was first elected in 1920; Mr. 
Elder in 1921; Mr. Moscrip and Dr. Mott in 1922. The 
question at once arises, from the wording of the pro- 
posed amendment, as to whether Noyes, Elder, Moscrip 
and Mott would be expected to retire automatically at 
this time, upon adoption of the rule of “no director to 
serve more than two terms of four years each,” or 
whether they would serve out their present terms and 
then be ineligible for re-election. Of the other eight 
dirctors, Messrs. Buth and Winger would not be eligible 
for re-election at the expiration of their present terms, 
they having come on respectively in 1928 and 1929. 


We quite agree with the idea that it is desirable to 
bring new blood into the deliberations of the Board, 
perhaps more frequently than we do. Just because a 
man is elected to the Board is no reason in itself for 
his continuance there indefinitely. However, scanning 
the history of the Association down through the years, 
we are impressed with the fact that there have always 
been, from the very beginning of the Association, and 
the earlier organizations that preceded it, a few men of 
special ability who have served as directors for long 
periods, and these are the men who have really guided 
the policies of the Association and been primarily re- 
sponsible for its proud record. We refer to men like 
Watkin G. Powell, C. W. Horr, L. T. Yeomans, D. H. 
Burrell, and more recently Fred F. Field, W. B. Barney, 
Col. French, Fred Pabst and John A. Bell, Jr., to men- 
tion just a few who are not members of the Board at 
present. 

At the risk of becoming too personal, we want to say 
also that the sound business and financial judgment and 
the hard headed common sense of H. V. Noyes, of our 
present board, has meant more to our _ Association 
throughout the recent trying period than most of our 
members can possibly realize. Also we want to mention 
the service rendered by Jim Reynolds in the sixteen 
years he has served as a director and chairman of the 
Executive Committee. In his latter capacity, he was 
primarily responsible for going way through in clearing 
up the Cole-Cabana mess and the Association will al+ 
Warys owe him much for that. He has been a strong 
and conscientious director, earning every penny of sal- 
ary he has received from the Association as chairman, 
and we deplore the recent attacks upon him in his own 
state. While it is true that no man is indispensable, it 
would appeal to us as a very poor policy and a reflection 
on our common sense, to adopt an amendment that 
would preclude the Association from having the services 
of its most valuable directors for as long a period as 
they might be needed and willing to act. 

It must be conceded that the inclination of some men 
in such a position of power and honor is to cling to It 
too long: to resent even constructive criticism of pol- 
icies; to become over-impressed with the majesty of the 
Board and to have delusions of grandeur regarding 1ts 
unfailing wisdom, in other words, an infection with “Di 
rector’s Disease.’ Such directors always feel that the 
bringing forward of any other name for their place }s 
a reflection on their past record. The proposed amend- 
ment would have the merit of automatically ending 
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such situations. However, the disadvantage at the 
same time of automatically retiring men of invaluable 
ability, in our opinion outweighs these other considera- 
tions. It abridges too much the right of the delegates 
to express their own best judgment in picking the men 
they want to carry on the business of the Association. 

Perhaps our election machinery may need a bit of 
overhauling. Under the present procedure, with a nomi- 
nating committee, the states where directors’ terms are 
expiring, have very largely had the responsibility of 
naming the men who are to be placed in nomination. 
Oftentimes it is embarrassing for the associates of a 
director of long standing, in his own state, to recom- 
mend some one else for the place. Local politics enter 
too much into the National picture. 


In general it is a good thing to have the various 
important Holstein states represented on the Board. 
It makes for a better feeling and closer interest. How- 
ever, it may be timely to remark that these men are 
elected by the delegates from the whole country, to 
serve as National Directors, rather than as representa- 
tives of the state or district from which they happen to 
come. Therefore, it seems to us that the responsibility 
for selecting the strongest men to serve on the National 
Board of Directors, in the last analysis rests with the 
Convention itself, rather than with the local organiza- 
tions in the various states, which in most cases actually 
include in their memberships but a small proportion 
of the National members residing there. We cannot 
refrain from saying further that it has been our obser- 
vation that the more a state association mixes up in 
National Association political matters, the less it is 
usually able to accomplish along the lines of the service 
to the industry for which it was organized. 


yetting back to the original subject, from which 
we seem to have digressed, whether or not the proposed 
amendment would be interpreted as calling for the im- 
mediate retirement of all directors who had served as 
much as two four year terms, or would merely retire 
all of them as their terms expired, we do not like it 
as a fixed policy, and do not consider it good business 
procedure. The retiring of eight directors, en masse, 
including the chairman of all the important committees, 
would certainly be bad business. It should be possible 
for the delegates to work this problem out in the regu- 
lar course of events, without any such drastic departure 
from our traditional policy. 


Seaverns Amendment 

Secretary Seaverns introduces a couple of amend- 
ments that seem worthwhile. One would extend jun- 
ior membership privileges to approved Vocational Agri- 
cultural students who own their own animals, putting 
them on the same basis as 4-H Club members in the 
present By-Law. The other clarifies the right of a mem- 
ber to decline nomination as a delegate. Judge Kellogg 
always felt there was some question about the legality 
of this, though in practice the Secretary always has 
granted such requests. The amendment removes any 
question of doubt about the propriety of this procedure 
in future. 

Culver Amendment 

Mr. Culver of New Hampshire proposes a resolution 
amending the section relating to the ballot to provide 
that “any recognized organization of Holstein breeders 
can petition a referendum of subjects vital to the wel- 
fare of the breed, subject to the approval of the Execu- 
tive Committee. Said referendum may accompany of- 
ficial ballots in election of delegates to annual conven- 
uion.” It further provides that the Committee on Elec- 
ions shall canvass the results of the votes on refer- 
endum and report same to the annual convention. 

No referendum on any subject worth bothering to 
refer back to the members for a vote would really 
amount to much unless the complete arguments on both 
sides were presented for consideration. This would in- 
volve considerable expense for printing but presents 
Other difficulties of greater importance. To us _ it 
seemed that one of the most important arguments 
against continuing the old proxy system was that a 
proxy was deaf to reason. To a large extent, the same 
objection applies to a referendum. 

If provision were made for taking referendum votes, 
all matters of importance might logically be referred 
back to the membership in this way, and it would 
amount to a practical surrender of the functions of dele- 
fates in determining matters of policy. 
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Isn’t it possible for delegates at present to deter- 
mine with some degree of accuracy the sentiment of 
their constituents on the various matters of vital concern 
that come before the conventions? To us this seems 
much preferable to any provision for a general refer- 
endum. 

1936 Convention 

Following this Seattle climax, with its elaborate pro- 
gram of entertainment and the wonderful trip, other 
sections seem to be a little hesitant about extending an 
invitation for 1936. We feel there should be no expec- 
tation that the 1936 hosts should attempt to entertain 
on the scale that the Pacific Coast breeders are doing 
for this Golden Anniversary. Indianapolis, which was 
in the field for the 1935 convention, would be a central 
and logical location if the Indiana breeders still want 
the responsibility. We understand that Springfield, 
Mass., and Niagara Falls, N. Y., have extended invita- 
tions. The latter is a Chamber of Commerce enterprise, 
the former we suspect is likewise, as we have heard no 
talk of it from New England breeders. New England 
entertained last in 1927 at Springfield, and they know 
how to do it and do it well. 


Next—The Chicago National 

HIS year in lieu of a National Convention Sale, Melin- 
T Petersen Co. are staging the Chicago National Sale 

the first two days of the week preceding the Conven- 
tion. This date was set at May 27 and 28 so that breeders 
from the East and Middle West who may be driving 
through to Seattle will be able to attend the sale and still 
reach their destination in time. On the other hand it is 
close enough to Convention week so that breeders who are 
going on the train will have only two days to kill before 
the Elmwood field day on Friday the 31st. This time can 
be very well spent visiting the many good herds in the 
Chicago area, in Wisconsin and other adjacent states, then 
getting in to Chicago Friday morning for the big doin’s at 
Elmwood, and leaving Friday night at 6:30 on the Con- 
vention Special, via Great Northern.

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HALF FARES TO LARGER NUMBERS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I would like to have the National members give con- 
sideration to the idea of amending the by-laws to restore 
the number of delegates to the former figure, but for the 
Association to pay only one-way fare. Mark Keeney 
brought forward this idea in personal conversation at 
the Trenton Sale, and I thoroughly approve of it. 

There are a good number of Holstein breeders who 
are not elected as delegates this year. There are several 
breeders interested in the convention and interested in 
the affairs of the Association who are paying their own 
fares and expenses to attend the convention even though 
not allowed to vote. If the Association had money enough 
so that they could pay the railroad fares for a larger 
number of delegates I would say leave payment of rail- 
road fares as they are. However, due to the fact that 
the Association’s finances are somewhat limited and due 
to the fact that I think that there are enough people 
interested in the Association to the extent that if elected 
delegates they would be willing to pay part of their 
railroad fare, it is the feeling of both Mr. Keeney and 
myself that the present system of payment should be 
changed and that instead of paying the entire fare to 
and from the convention that the Association should 
pay only the railroad fare to the convention of each dele- 
gate and at the same time double the number of dele- 
gates. Let each delegate pay his own return transplr- 
tation. 

The annual meeting of the Association is a very im- 
portant event and there are a number of men in most 
every state that should be delegates to the National 
Convention but due to the fact of the limited number 
of delegates from each state, I feel that each state is 
not properly represented, or, at least, not represented 
to the best of advantage. 

I appreciate that it may be impossible to act on this 
suggestion at Seattle, on account of the requirement of 
notice in the Call for the Convention. However, it re- 
lates to the same subject as the Wray amendment, and 
perhaps could be considered as an amendment of that 
amendment, if the delegates were disposed to do so.

AMENDMENTS TO BE CONSIDERED AT SEATTLE 
CONVENTION 
1. By V.S. Culver, Exeter, New Hampshire. 

Resolved: That Article HII, Section 8, of the By-Laws 
(Ballot) be amended to read as at present with this addi- 
tion: Any recognized organization of Holstein breeders 
can petition a referendum on subjects vital to the welfare 
of the breed, subject to the approval of the Executive Com- 
mittee. Said referendum to accompany official ballots in 
election of delegates to Annual Convention. 

And be it further Resolved: That Article III, Section 9, 
(Committee on Elections) be so amended that Committees 
on Election be delegated to canvass the results of the 
votes on referendum similar to the, canvass of the Elec- 
tion ballots and said committee to report results of referen- 
dum vote to the Annual Convention. 

2. By Houghton Seaverns, Brattleboro, Vermont. 

To amend Article I, Section 5 (b) to read: 

Any boy or girl who is a member of a regularly or- 
ganized 4-H Calf Club or a student of Vocational Agricul- 
ture and whose work in dairying has been indorsed by his 
or her supervisor, and who is also the owner of a pure 
bred Holstein-Friesian animal in his or her name upon the 
records of the Association, shall be qualified for Junior 
Membership in this Association and shall be entitled to 
the privilege of registration and transfer of animals at 
members’ rates. 
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The Secretary of this Association shall execute and 
deliver to boys and girls so qualified a certificate that such 
Junior Member is entitled to register and transfer animals 
at members’ fees, but such privilege shall cease upon the 
Junior Member attaining the age of twenty-one years. 

3. By Chas. W. Wray, Grayslake, Illinois. 

To amend Article III, Section 6, relating to delegate 
representation by changing the figures 200 to 150 in line 13. 

This section would then read: The territory of the 
United States is hereby divided into special election dis- 
tricts. Each State or Territory in which members of the 
Association reside shall constitute a special election dis- 
trict, and each State, Territory, Dominion or Country in 
the other portions of North America in which members of 
the Association reside, shall constitute such an election 
district. Each district shall be entitled to one delegate, 
and one additional delegate for every 150 members or 
majority fraction thereof, residing in said district, as in- 
dicated by the list of active members in the office of the 
Secretary on December 31st of each preceding year. 
Active members are defined as those who have registered 
or transferred cattle during the preceding two years. Each 
delegate so elected and attending the Annual Convention 
or Meeting shall have equal voting power. Provided, how- 
ever, should one or more of the delegates elected from 
any district fail to attend the Annual Convention or Meet- 
ing, then the delegates so attending from such district 
shall cast the full vote of the district. 

4. By Houghton Seaverns, Brattleboro, Vermont. 

To amend Article III, Section 8, by adding: 

In case a member makes written request to the Secre- 
tary that his nomination shall be withdrawn, the request 
may be granted and his name will not be placed on the 
ballot for delegates. 

5. By Axel Hansen, Minneapolis, Minnesota: V. S. Cul- 
ver, Exeter, New Hampshire; Paul P. Stewart, Maynard, 
Iowa, and Charles W. Wray, Grayslake, Illinois. 
To amend Article II, Section 1, by adding: 

“No Director to serve more than two terms 
years each.” 

This section would then read: 

“The Officers of this corporation shall consist of a 
President, Vice President, Secretary, Treasurer, Superin- 
tendent of Advanced Registry, and board of 16 Directors 
which shall be classified into four classes. The term of 
office of all the Directors in one class only shall expire 
each year, and the term of office of each class shall be four 
years; no Director to serve more than two terms of four 
years each.”

Testing in general recorded a continued falling off 
in 1927 with 2,368 long-time records and 2,734 7-day 
records completed. 

The annual convention at Springfield, Mass., endorsed 
a plan for Herd Improvement Registry under rules 
adopted by the Board upon recommendation of a special 
committee composed of. representatives of the Associa- 
tion and of The American Dairy Science Association. 

1928 
The new Herd Improvement Registry plan went into 


effect January 1 and demonstrated its popularity at 
once. On October 1, a total of 270 herds containing 
6,121 cows and representing 35 different states, were 


enrolled in the Herd Improvement Registry. 

A definite plan for the recognition of proven sires 
and the classification of herds for type was endorsed by 
the annual convention at Milwaukee in June and for- 
mally adopted by the Board at its meeting in December. 

Malcolm H. Gardner, Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry since 1905. retired from that position in June 
and continued as Superintendent Emeritus He 
succeeded by Horace W. Norton, Jr., Assistant Super- 
intendent since January 1 of this year. 

The Milwaukee Convention voted to purchase the 
commodious fire-proof building in Brattleboro, Vermont, 
occupied for some years by the Secretary’s office as 4 
memorial to the late Frederick L. Houghton. 

For the first time in the history of the Association 
long-time records exceeded the records in the 7-day 
division, a marked contrast to the figures in the early 
years. The long-time records increased to 2.501 while 
the 7-day records decreased to 2,126.

Frank L. Pellissier of Whittier, spoke 
regarding the solids-not-fat situation in 


Los Angeles at the present time. Mr. 
R. E. Longwell, of Millbrae Dairy, 
Mil’brae spoke on the schedule that 
has been outlined for the California 
breeders to Seattle and return. It

IN THE YAKIMA VALLEY 
Yakima County, while known 
principally for its production of ap- 
ples and other fruits, also produces 


large yields of forage crops and 
grains, particularly alfalfa hay and 
corn for silage. Wherever you have 


this combination you may look for 
and expect to find Holstein cattle. 

In visiting the herds around Ya- 
kima, we should visit first the oldest 
and best known herd in the Valley. 
In fact, the reputation of this herd 
is national rather than local. I am 
speaking of Cascade Farms. This 
farm, located three and a half miles 
Southwest of the city of Yakima was 
started in 1900 by William Todd & 
Sons, who have been breeding Hol- 
steins ever since. The herd was 
built up from three cows sired by 
Johanna May’s Aaggie Clothilde, and 
at present there are about fifty ani- 
mals in the herd. The outstanding 
bulls used were Sir Johanna Ruth 
Fayne, Sir Korndyke Ormsby Piebe, 
and Cascade Nabob.

Upon return to the office in Spring- 
field I find a veritable flood of in- 
quiries about the Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park Tour, and fourteen reser- 
vations. The reservations made so 
far include Mr. and Mrs. A. J. Glover 
and director Martin D. Buth. 

1. The tour has been arranged sim- 
ply for the convenience of those who 
find it necessary to return eastward 
soon after the close of the Convention, 
and who wish to see this wonder spot 
of the world.

abortion) and covered by an abortion- 
free accredited or approved herd 
certificate. Animals from herds that 
have been tested for Bang’s disease 
in their entirety within one year 
without reactors and covered by a 
certified laboratory report may be ad- 
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mitted for exhibition if approved by 
a state Veterinary. Note: Such 
dairy animals as have not been sub- 
mitted to the abortion test may upon 
the approval of the State Veterinar- 
ian, be submitted to what is known 
as the quick test or plate method 
at the Pacific International grounds. 
Any such animals as react shall be 
removed from the [Pacific Interna- 
tional grounds or placed in such 
quarters as will not cause them to 
be exposed to other animals.”

COLLEGE 


The State College of Washington 
is located at Pullman, 80 miles south 
of Spokane, in the heart of the Pa- 
louse country which is noted for 
wheat production. In addition to 
the dairy herd at the College, Hol- 
stein herds are maintained at the 
Western Washington Experiment 
Station at Puyallup and at the Irri- 
gation Experiment Station at Pros- 
ser. The College herd consists of 
fifty head of females and is free 
from both tuberculosis and Bang’s 
Disease. The foundation animals 
came from John L. Smith’s Hazel- 
wood herd and throughout John L’s 
lifetime he loaned his herd sires 
freely to the College with the result 
that there is prebably no herd that 
is more typically ‘‘Hazelwood.’’ 

The herd has completed six years 
in the herd test. The herd test 
average for last year was 13,054 
pounds of milk; 443.3 pounds of fat 
in class B. All cows are tested in 
A. R. as well as the herd test, al- 
though all are tested under ordinary 
herd conditions. 


The herd has not been shown in 
recent years but was shown at North- 
west fairs a few years ago with 
splendid success including a cham- 
pionship and several firsts at the 
Pacific International. The College 
herd was classified in 1930. At 
that time 22 cows were passed on 
with the following classification: 
One excellent, five very good, eight 
good plus, seven good, one fair. 
While the herd has not been reclassi- 
fied there can be no doubt that the 
type has improved since that time. 

The milking herd contains a num- 
ber of daughters of the former 
College herd sire, Sir Standacona 
Pontiac Homestead that heads the 
list of sires with Mount Hope indices 
to appear in Volume six of the Red 
Book with an index of 21,610 pounds 
of milk and 800 pounds of fat.

On his dam’s 
side this famous bull is of Hazel- 
wood breeding and therefore ties in 
to the breeding of the herd. This 
college herd sire’s oldest daughters 
are only a year old but look very 
promising.
